JJECAUSE of our modern system'of luxury, there are those who 


claim that friendship can no longer exist, for the reason that it 


entails no. sacrifices. Our.friends, or those who go by the name, are.

cient Egyptianc. 


Egyptian "soul" houses wore curious 


edifices made probably between the 
tenth and twelfth dynasties—that Is 
about 3000 and 3300 B. C. The same' 
principle that caused the warrior's' 
steed to be slain on his grave scenis to. 
have actuated the early Egyptians 
'when they built a house for the dead 
man's soul. 


The beginning of the custom was 


that a mat was laid on the grave, with 
a pan of food upon It. Afterward this 
offering was carved in stone as a,ta- 
ble of offerings to give permanent sat- 
isfaction for the soul. Then to the ta- 
ble was added a shelter copied from an 
Arab tent, and tills gradually was 
^elaborated. The shelter was placed on 
'columns, a hut was put into this por-; 
llco, chambers were copied, and finally! 
appeared complete two story houses'

with pottery 
models of 


couch, chair, stool, fireplace and the 
figure of a woman making bread.

Dally demonstrations of the simple and 
Inexpensive device are made, purlng 
recent days when the mercury in the 
thermometers was soaring well up to 
the hundred mark and humanity swel- 
tered In ibe grasp of the hot wave the 
temperature Iu the little hospital at 
the prlntery was reduced by the Man- 
ning method to a degree of comfort. 


Evaporation Lowers Temperature. 
The cooling apparatus is based on 


the principle of the cooling effects of 
the evaporation of water. 
Suspended 


from tlie coillfig of the emergency hos- 
pital in the government priming oilier 
is a strip of cojton twill iu a vertical 
plane three feet wklo and forty feet in 
length. 
Through a hem in'the up- 


per edge is run a' tube one inch in 
diameter and perforated on the bot- 
tom with boles one inch (part and one- 
eighth of an inch in diameter. At the 
lower edge of this strip of cloth is a
